GOLD AN1> PRlCtS. 

In another column we print a letter Irum 
.Mr. A. Li. lime, editor uf "The Standard," 
the single lax organ, in which he com- 
ments on the recent 'Open Letter" to Mr. 
J l slice He) don on the increasing cost uf 
living. Mr. Huie cannot see that increased 
(■old production is a serious factor in the in- 
creased tost uf living, and from this in- 
ability appears io us to fall into economic 
errors common to Single Tajters. 

To uni-jr stand the part played by gold in 
causing the price of other commodities to 
rise, it it necessary to turn lor an explana- 
tion to dementary ecunomics. liold it a 
commodity, and. like other commodities, 
has two values — "use value' and "ex- 
change value. ' v \d»>» Smith). 

The "ute valut ' of a commodity may be 
numerous. For ins lance, the "use value" 
u* a suit of dot he* is its quality of giving 
warmth "j the uody, adding attractiveness 
lo the wearer, etc- The 'exchange value" 
!■ a suit of clothes may rise or fall, accord- 
ing to the increasing or decreasing amount 
ul social labour necessary, at a given time, 
tu produce, it. Nevertheless, whether high 
i.i low, its "exchange inluc" consists ol 
crystallised labour uower, 

Monty lias its unit in individual produc- 
tion for sale. Where production ia indivi- 
dual and fur side, exchange, or commerce, 
ia a matter uf barter, that is, value 
for value. Direct bailer ia nu longer pos- 
sible. Therefore, uarlcr, or exchange, or 
commerce is facilitated by the differentia- 
tion of one category uf coiiiuiud'tiesi which, 
combining the requisite qualities, serve as 
the standard of exchange for all. 1 hat 
category of cuiiimudities. is the precious me- 
il. Is— gold, especially, and silver. 

By the use uf these metals, direct baiter 
lias been transformed into indirect barter. 
Ilul, iiltllongll iildirci'l, exchange ul goods 
Mill remains barter- value for value, Ex- 
change is no longer wheat direct fur corn, 
or ilieep, or liab. To-day wheat is ex- 
changed for "did or silver, and then gold or 
silver for corn, nf sheep, or Halt. 

Kmm <lc above this fact is made plain. 
1 he smaller the quantity of social labour 
crystallised in any commodity, the lower is 
its exchange value. There being less social 
labour required in the production of an 
ounce of gold tfisn formerly, tin exchange 
value uf an ounce of gold it accordingly lea* 
In this fact lies the increased coat of living-. 

To illustrate; Say that at a given time 
ten bushtls of wheat, an ounce of gold, 
iind ten pairs of boots required the tarn* 
amount of social labour necessary to pro- 
duce. Tlney would then exchange equally, 
At a later time, method* are introduced in 
the production of gold which decreases the 
amount uf social labour embodied in an 
ounce of i, old; the amount ol social labour 
embodied In the other two articles remar- 
k- 



ing the same. In order, then, lor an ex- 
change to take place ia!uc I or value, !«»' 
ol wheat and boots is exchanged for «* 
ovara. of gold- 
New inithotb are constantly being inlto 
duceii in Use production of gold, euabling 
mine-owuera tu extract gold front ore lit- 
mcrly th-own on the scrap-heap, and Irom 
l< w-grade or* which formerly did not pa} 

10 work, with the result that a greater 
amount ft fold * using produced with less 
amount of social labour. A* the methods 
used make production more bountiful, na- 
turally the thing produced is cheapened. 

To offset this, cheapening "ot gold, and 
huve exchange lake place on a parity, pro- 
ducer* of other cummoditiea demited ■ 
gi eater uuni ol gold for their products. 

II gold were not coined (thus becoming 
money) 'jel weighed, as it once was oil the 
goldhelds, the decreased quantity of social 
liibour entailed in the production of goM 
would be oflaet by putting a littlr more of 
the yellow metal on the scales. Money 
sues the time ol ueighing, and the seal 
di organised society takes the place <>i 
scale*. 

A gold sovereign mil requiring as mneh 
social labour as formerly, exchange a lor 
less of ihuse commodities in which life so- 
cial labour necessary for (htir production 
lias nut increased. 

According to Mr. tip Karnes, ul the Kn- 
ush board of I rude, a sovereign to-day will 
purchase lm lirilain) uniy as much as could 
Isiusm tur iti/j in iBcjj, d ml as the 
i siaidiird has been adopted by all civii- 
ned countries a similar depreciation is ob- 
servable i> cry where else. 

In all i outlines the phenomenon ul rising 
prices lias been observable, and the infer- 
ence is that it is irrespective ol fiscal poli- 
cies, or lurms ot government, the iiK-thuds 
ol production A different cuuniries are as 
various a* it llie. productiveness uf the soil, 
th* varic'.y of climate, or the price ol lab- 
our, yet all have been all ec led by risinc. 
prices and the decreased purchasing pow* i. 
ol money, Tins indicates that there is a 
common cause whicb we attribute to the 
iheapentig: ol b old Marx says: 

"In the ibth century the gold and silver 
n circuliiion in liurupc wax augmented in 
cunsexjue-ict jt the discovery ul America. 
1 lie value of gold and silver tell, therefore, 
m proportion io other commodities. The 
labourers receiicd lor their labour ihe same 
amount ul silver as belore. The money 
price ol I heir labour remained the same, 
and yet their <vages had iaJJcn, for in ex- 
change for the same sum of silver they ob- 
tained a mailer quantity of other commu- 
dtie»." 

If Mr. Huie would prefer a noii-Soci"lisl 
authority, he should study Adam Smith's 
"Wealth of Nations," paying particular ai- 
tt ntion to Chap, IV. ; "Uf the Origin and 
L'se of done)'.' He will find convincing 
proof in that chapter ol the influence of in- 
creased gold production on prices, On page 
?6 be will find Adam Smith saying: 

"The (■iacov^ry of the mines of America 
d-mimsJi 'd the value ot gold and silver in 

11 urope," 

He shows conclusively in this chapter 
licw the riminished value ol these mclals 
(Hits on puces. On page 14 he says: 

"Gold and silver, however, like- every 
itlhcr commodity, vary 111 their value, are 
sometimes cheaper and sometimes dearer, 
s-tmctimes of easier and sometimes ul more 
difficult . u 1 chase- The quantiiy of labour 
w hich any particular quantity uf them can 
purchase or command, or Ihe quantity uf 
ulhcr golds which il will exchange dir. de- 
pends always upon the fertility ur barren- 
ness of the mines which happen 10 be 
known about Ihe time when such exchanges 
are made. The discovery of the abundant 
mines in America, reduced, in the 16th, cen- 
tury, the value of gold and silver in Europe to 
about a third of nhar it had been before. 
As it costs less labour 10 bring those me- 
tals Irum the mine 10 the market, su w hen 
they were brought thither they could pur.

Liqual quanti- 
ties of labour, at all times and places, may 
lie said to be ol equal value tu the lubuurcr, 
ill bis ordinarv stale of health, strength and 
spirits j In the ordinary degree of his skill 
and dexterity, he must alwavs lav down 
the same portion of his case] his 'liberty , 
and his happiness. The price which he pays 
must alw-iys be the same, whatever may be 
the quantity of goods which he receives in 
return for it. Of these indeed he may 
soinetiimes purchase a greater and some- 
times a smaller quant iiy ; but it is their va- 
lue which varies, not thai of the Ijibnur 
which purchases I hem. At all times and 
places that is dear which it is difficult (0 
come at, or which it costs much labour to 
a< quire; and that cheap therefore, which 
is to be I ad easily, or with very little lab- 
our. Labour alone therefore, never varying 
in .its own value, is alone the ultimate and
